In claim 1 , inserted - - by melt processing - - after the phrase 'shaping a polymer 
blend' in line 2. 

Claims 1-12, 14, 16-19 and 22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 as 
amended distinguishes over the prior art because the prior art uses the solution 
process, and then uses the gas to make the membrane by phase-inversion, which 
would produce a significantly higher porosity compared to applicant's product produced 
by foaming of a membrane produced by melt processing.
